Thſe ſpies which Ahe ſent 
out, many of them when they returned 
made a falſe report concerning the goodly 
land. The fpies ſent out by Jena, 
brought à goed account, but the others 
in making their report, proved inſtru- 
mental in cauſing the people to be diſ- 
coutaged, ſo that they were afraid to go

up to a poſſeſon of the promiſſed 
land. Now the two ſpies ſent out by 
Joſhua, after they had IE the land, 
in their retuin came to Jericho, and were 
. caſt, by the wiſe providence of God, into 
the houſe of Rahab, the Harlo!, who kept 
.a kind of an Hotel, or lodging houſe, in 
order to entertain Travellers. It i 1s ob- 
. vious to a demonſtration, that God mo- 
ved upon Rabab, by ſome internal influ- 
. ence. Some ſuppoſe, that this Harlat, 
was brought under the ſpirit of prophe- 
cy, becauſe ſhe foretold the wonderful 
things that came to paſs: It evidently 
appears that ſhe ventured her own life in 
the cauſe of God, by hiding the ſpies, 
contrary to the King' s command. After 
ſhe had hid the ſpies, ſhe ſent their Pur- 
| ſuers a contrary way, but not *till a ſo- 
lemn vow was made by the ſpies, unto 
Kabab, that when the children of Jrael 
- ſhould come and take poſſeſſion of the 
city of Jericho, and of the land of Canaan, 
that ſhe, and her houſhold, ſhould be 
_ ſpared. It is faid that her houſe, was 


upon the wall of Fericho, and the very 
5 | ſcarlet 
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ſcarlet Line, which was the inſtrument of 
the deliverance of the ſpies, from the — 
hand of their purſuers, that was to be 
hung out of the window of Rabab, and 
that was to be her true Token. 
Now Joſbua, and his mighty men of 
valour, together with the * Priefts of 
the Lord, were commanded to furround 
Jericho, and to go round the city ſeven 
times, blowing their Trumpets of Rams- 
Horns, in order, that the wall of Jericho, 
might be brought flat to the ground, and 
all the Inhabitants be put to the ſword, 
ſave Rabab and her family; who were to 
be ſaved, becauſe ſhe hid the Meſſengers 
whom Joſbua had ſent to ſpy out the country. 
The ſcarlet Thread was to be faſtened 
to the window of Rabab; and ſo it may 
be viewed as emblematic of the blood 
of the Lamb, which appears conſpicu- 
ouſly glorious, through the window of the 
. Holy Scriptures, on the walls of Salvation. 
I readily acknowledge, that Revelation, 
abſtracted from the operations of the 
ETERNAL SPIRIT, can never miniſter 
comfort to any mourners in Zion, neither 
give 
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evident, to a demonſtration, that David
